Officials would not comment upon this
possibility, but It Is known that in nome
quarters the feeling exists that the allies
erred at the beginning of the war In not
permitting the outright purchase of In-
terned Gerinpn ships by private Individ-
uals In America. It has been pointed
out that hud these transfers been allow-
ed, sevral German ships might now be
engaged In the business of carrying war
supplies to the allies.

It is Inconceivable, however, that Ger-
many would now consent to a transfer
by which her great liners would become
carriers of war munitions to her ene-aaie- s.

Officials See Situation
With Germany Grow

v Slightly More Serious
Lapse of thrco days since the German

reply to the second Lusltnnla note was
made public has not served to lessen
the gravity of the situation "brought
about by the attitude of tho German
foreign office.

If anything, the view of Washington
officials is more pessimistic. It cannot
be satd that a rupture Is expected. A
widespread feeling prevails that Ger-
man submarine commanders have been
Instructed, despite the tenor of the re-

ply Just sent from Berlin, not to re
peat tho Lusltanla horror. If this Is
true, and continues true, officials do
not believe the past infractions of
American rights will be permitted to
draw the two countries Into war.

President Wilson takes the view that
the way Is open to further negotiations.
This In Itself Is giving considerable en-

couragement. Moreover, there are fur-
ther Indications that the Administra-
tion will tako plenty of time about send-
ing a new note, that it will sound pub-
lic opinion, and that it will not allow
Itself to be drawn Into hasty action, or
action without full deliberation.

Drastic Action Urged.
Drastic action by this Government

Is being urged in many quarters. Many
of tho newspaper comments reaching
the White House since Saturday have
been decidedly strenuous In tone. Hut
the President still hopes to pursue the
contention in a way which will avoid
a break.

Putting the most optimistic colors on
the controversy, however, there is nj
hiding tho fact that the Administration
In in a difficult, embarrassing and
dangerous postion, and the leaders
about the Administration, or some or
the keenest of them, know it.

Beginning In February and Including
the two Lusltanla notes, this Govern-
ment has on three occasions set forth
In notes Its position with respect to sub-
marine warfare. It has said In tlifr
most solemn fashion that If Amercan
life Is lost through the Infraction of the

rules of naval war by
tho Oormans, Germany will be held to
"strict accountability," and that this
Government will not omit any word or
act needful to protect its cltlaens.

Germany's reply to this has been to
Ink the Lusltanla, to seek to evade re-

sponsibility therefor, practically to re-

fuse to filve assurances that American
lives at sea will not be sacrificed un-

warned, and to Infringe on American
rights In various particulars.

Such proposals as Germany has made
for the protection of American neu-

trals are looked on here as beside the
mark. They, In fact, concede nothing,
and from one point of view concede
something less than actual rights on
American and neutral ships.

Not Taken Seriously.
The talk of using GormaM Interned

liners under the American flag Is looked
on here as bootless. It Is not taken
seriously.

Under all the circumstances, the thing
that Is squarely up to the President Is,

not merely to stand squarely for the
principles of the previous notes, but to
determine how far he ought to go In

serving notice on Germany that the
United States does not Intend to drag
out the correspondence Indefinitely and
that further serious Infraction of
American rights at sea will have to be

dealt within In some other fashion than
by note-writin- g.

The Administration is beginning to
perceive not only that it cannot retreat
but that If it allows the exchanges to
drift along indefinitely, getting nowhere,
and in effect allowing Germany to flout
the United States by evasion and dila-

tory tactics of diplomacy, a large share
of the public is going ultimately to hold
It to account.

PARIS, July 13. Thirty-fiv- e French
aeroplanes participated In a great raid
on the important German strategic sta-

tion
of

at Vigneulles les Hattonchatel. tho
war office announced thU afternoon,
starting several fires that are believed
to have destroyed munition stores.

From Vigneulles, railway lines lead
to the German armleB near Calonne and
In the Apremont woods. In the big sta-

tion were stored great supplies of am-

munition and food, awaiting transfers
to the front.

The aerial raid was accomplished un-

der the greatest difficulties. The French
blrdmen braved a high wind that threat-
ened their destruction and mado It
necessary for them to drop within close
range of the enemy's antl-al- r craft
guns to make sure ..that their bombs
would not be miscarried by the wind.

Official dispatches' to the war office
say that 111 bombs were dropped either
upon the railway sheds or in their Im-

mediate vicinity. Several buildings burst
Into flames as tho aviators sped away.
Desplto a violent bombardment, none of
the aviators was hit.

Russ Say' Turks Were
Routed in Caucasus;

Deny Ottoman Claims
PETROGRAD, July IS. The following

official statement was Issued, repudiat-
ing the Turkish claims of victory In the
Caucasus on July S, 6, and 7:

"The Turkish communfque probably
refers to the engagements In the Akh-la- t

region, at the northwestern end of
Lake Van. These engagements were on
June 23, 29, and 80v On June 23 a few
hundred scouts and a weak Russian
force of Infantry were sent out from
Adll DJebas Kala, on the northern shore
of Lake Van, to reconnolter the forces
of the enemy In the direction of Akhlat.

"On establishing touch with the en-

emy oast of Akhlat the force did not
confine Itself to collecting Information,
but, with a vigorous rush, drove In the
advance guards of the enemy and en-

tered Akhlat, where It obtained still
more detailed Information regarding the
Turkish concentration In this direction.
Having accomplished this task, the
force returned to the place from which
it started.

"We categorically deny the statement
of Turkish headquarters that the Rus-
sians left 600 killed on tho battlefield.

"Utilizing the Information obtained
by the reconnaissance on June 23, a de-

tachment of cavalry, supported by
small bodies of Infantry, left Adll DJe-

bas Kala on June 29. and on the same
day dislodged the Turk, who offered
a stubborn resistance, from the posi-
tions cast of Akhlat and occupied this
locality.

"The fight continued In the region of
Kahnl Kukh on June 30. but with less
Intensity. As a result of this action
the Turks, who suffered heavy losses,
were driven back on the front to the
villages of KarmudJ and Prokhaus,
where they still hold positions, but
make no attempts to drive us from the
region."

BERLIN (via Amsterdam), July 13.
German diplomats expressed conlldence
today that the forthcoming conterencea
of Balkan rulers at Athens will result
In a Joint decision for prolonged neu-
trality on the part of Roumanla, Greece,
and Bulgaria.

Tho State Department Is without In-

formation today concerning a remark-
able story from Liverpool that an Amer-
ican shin, fit Normandy, has been used
as a shield by a German submarine,
which then destroyed the Russian
steamer Leo, sailing from Phldalelphla
for lIth.

Officials here would not comment on
the matter. However, the most serleus
nhaso of the case relates, apparently,
to destruction of the Leo, as alleged,
without warning.

Twenty-fiv- e persons were on board
the Leo. of whom eleven were drowned,
Including three stewardesses. Three
Americans were saved, Walter Emery,
of North Carolina: Harry Clark, of
Slorra, and Harry Whitney, of Camden,
N. J.

It does not appear from the dis-patches that any Americans lost their
lives. But, If the Leo was not warned,
tho action of the submarine com-
mander violated the demands thiscountry has made on Germany.

Official advles from Liverpool or
London are anxiously awaited here.

Use by the German submarine com-
mander of the American vessel as a
shield, as viewed here, would bo ut-
terly without Justification. But on
the other hand, if no American lives
were sacrificed, it would be a matter
which would be solved by diplomatic
treatment.
